That beſide the ſaid Six Shilling impoſed upon all the Perſons that are not 
excepted A Cottar baving a Trade ſhall pay Six Shilling more, making in 
the hail Twelve Shilling for every ſuch Cottar. 

That for Each Servant ſhall be payed by the Maſter, for which the Maſter is 
impowred to retain the fourtieth Part of his yearly Fee, whereof Bountieth 
to be rekoned apart, ( .excepting Livery Cloaths ) in the Number of which 
Servants are underſtood, all who receive Wages or Bountieth for any Work, 
or Imployment whatſoever, for the Term. or the Year as they have, or ſhall
